New England cities, evidently banks on 
steam power as the most efficient and eco- 
nomical for its Pumping Plant requirements. 
A table of comparative costs of steam versus 


electric power, issued by the New Bedford | 


Water Board, and covering a term of years, 
shows that, in the year 1931, for instance, the 
cost of lifting 1,000,000 gallons of water to its 
resevoir, using its Leavitt Steam Pumps, 
was $3.99, as against $24.08 for lifting the 
same amount of water by means of its Dela 
val Electrical Pump. While the margin of 
difference naturally fluctuates somewhat, in 
specified years, due to the variation in the 
cost of coal fuel, the uniform large saving in 
steam operation as revealed by the table 
seemed impressive.

Famous Sculptor to 


| Speak Here Tuesday 


Leonard Craske, Sculptor of ‘‘Gloucester Fisherman,”’ 
to Speak at Abbot Academy—Public Invited—Believes 
in Investing Leisure Hours in Acquiring New Skills 


Too much of the spectator attitude exists 
today in the public’s enjoyment of the arts as 
well as sports, in the opinion of Leonard 
Craske, sculptor, who is to speak at Abbot 
Academy on Tuesday evening, October 17, 
at eight o'clock. Those who know his rugged 
portrayal of the “Gloucester Fisherman,” 
perhaps his best known work, will be pleased 
to learn that the public is invited to this 
lecture without charge. 

When people worked long hours and under 
pressure at their specialties they had little 
spare time or energy for developing their 
latent talents. Now, however, they should

“Participation in the finer things of life is 
essential and must be encouraged to its 
fullest capacity in children and adults alike,” 
he told the writer, in a delightful interview 
which touched upon his varied experiences 
here and in his native England.

My name was one of the four hundred con 
tained in that petition submitted to the 
school board asking that board to retain the 
two-year rule on experience. I signed it not 
because I agreed with it; I signed it as proba 
bly many others did, just to be agreeable to 
the person who brought it around. I had 
hoped the rule would be changed despite the 
petition, but now I sce the amendment has 
been indefinitely postponed 

I wonder why boards pay any attention 
to petitions. True they contain signatures of 
many citizens, but do they express public 
opinion? From what I’ve heard, many people 
refused to sign the experience rule petition, 
but when presented to the school board, 
there was no mention made of the number 
who refused. There was no mention of the 
people who signed just to be good sports, or 
of the people who signed only because they 
believed some of the stories which were 
going around town. From what I hear those 
who were carrying the petitions around did 
not argue on the merits of the two-year 
rule; instead they, or some of them, at least, 
dealt more in personalities on the school 
board 

I'm against the two-year rule. How many 
other professions require it? Do all the people 
who signed that petition refuse to patronize 
a new doctor, dentist, or lawyer because he 
hasn’t had two years’ experience? I doubt it 


Some even would try them because they feel | 


the newcomers to the profession would have 
}more up-to-date ideas, more improved 
| methods than the older men in the profession 
| Of course they will say that the doctor, 
dentist or lawyer's college course contains 
provisions for training so that in reality they 
are all prepared to start in. But aren’t 
teachers the same? When a girl gets a di 
ploma from a normal school, that diploma 
means that she’s qualified to teach. In 
most cases the girls have actually been sent 
out to do practice teaching during the course 
The normal schools and colleges feel that 
they are qualified to teach, but the school 
board of Andover—oh no! And still Andover 
academy, which takes in inexperienced 
teachers, manages to keep up in the educa 
tional world, doesn’t it? 

Even training does not count as experience 
here. Students can do practice teaching in the 
local schools for a whole year, according to a 
vote I understand was passed at the last 
school board meeting, but that practice 
teaching is not to be called experience. They 
can do substitute teaching, too, but that 
doesn’t count. No, when you come out of 
college, they say to you, “ Now you go away 
for two years—go to some small town get 
a lot of small town ideas—and then try to 
get a job here. If you can’t get a job because 
you don’t have experience, stay at home 
forget all ‘ve learned, and if you ¢ 

get a job later in life, you'll have to spend the 
first two years getting back into step in the 
educational world. Of course your college in 
structors taught you how to teach, but their 
opinion doesn’t count. Surely, you took 
courses in educatienal theory and you prac 
ticed it, but that doesn’t matter 

What the college authorities think is beside 
the point—the Andover school committee 
knows it all.”

This notification is in accordance with 
Chapter 132, General Laws, which requires 
cities and towns to destroy the eggs, cater 
pillars, pupae and nests of the gypsy and 
brown tail moths under heavy penalty for 
failure to comply with the provisions of the 
law 

If a preperty owner fails to destroy such 
eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests, then the 
city or town is required to destroy the same, 
and the cost of the work, in whole or in part 
ac cording to the value of the land, is assessed 
upon and becomes a lien on the land. (Section

of his goal, She said the purpose of democracy 
is so to organize society that each member 
may develop his personality primarily 
through activities designed for the well-being 
of his fellow members and of society as a 
whole. Consequently, education in a democ 
racy, both within and without the school, 
should develop in each individual the know 
interests, ideals, habits and powers 
whereby he will tind his place and use that 
lace to shape both himself and society 
toward ever nobler ends. She explained that 
the cardinal principles of Secondary educa 
tion as put forth by the Commission for the 
reorganization of Secondary Education ap 
pointed by the National Education Associa 
tion were as follows: The main objectives of 
education; 1, Health. 2, Command of funda 
mental processes. 3, Worthy home member- 
ship. 4, Vocation, 5, Citizenship. 6, Worthy 
use of Leisure. 7, Ethical character, The role 
of secondary education is to achieve these re 
sults, 

She also said that educators had agreed 
that the most effective division of the educa 
tional life of a child up to college, usually 
twelve years, was six years in the elementary 
grades, three in Junior High and three years 
in Senior High. The Junior High System 
while somewhat of a experiment in the East 
has proven its worth in the West. Miss Put 
nam told us of the value of teachers who 
specialize in particular subjects and that this 
was the endeavor in her school However, 
this is a difficult matter just now as the 
teachers are obliged to share their rooms with 
other classes since there must be an equal shar 
ing of inconveniences by each teacher in the 
spirit of fairness 

Frederick C, Smith spoke for the School 
committee. He explained how the local 
school committee is required by the State to 
have certain studies in the school curriculum, 
how money is raised for the support of the 
schools and that the state pays back to the 
towns and cities a certain percent of the re 
ceipts from income taxes. He said that 
Punchard was called a free school in the 
beginning but that now the income from the 
Punchard fund is enough to pay the salary of 
one High school teacher and part of the
